including the proposition of Mr. Mitchell to 
tako tho loan at 07|£ cents on the dollar, and 
the report of Senator Huebscbmann in favor 
of accepting this proposition as the best that 
offered. It then proceeds: 


"It will bo seen that this committee report- 


ed in favor of accepting the proposition of Mr. 
Mitchell, which was at 97jjj cents on a dollar 
for bonds running five years from the 1st day 
of April at 8 per cent per annum and which 
proposition the committee report wi a the least 
they could get. 


" On the 15th of April tho law was passed 


authorizing the Governor to negotiate the 
bonds. The Legislature was to adjourn on 
the morning of the 19th leaving the Governor 
only three days to negotiate them, so as to 
havo at least 815,000 ready to pay tho Legis- 
lature at that time. lie had not even time to 
get Iho bonds framed. Ho at once telegraph- 
ed to Milwaukee for propositions and was in- 
formed by Mr. Mitchell that 97j<< on tho dol- 
lar was his best ofier. , Mr. Illsley of the firm 
of Marshall & Illsley was requested to come 
to Mhdison at once with at least $15,000,— 
When he came to Madison, he offered 98 cents 
on the dollar, being the bust and highest oiler 
yet made, and which was accepted, and the 
money paid into tho Treasury by Mr. Illsley 
himself, which was receipted by tho acting 
Treasurer, and in this way the members were 
paid 


" The understanding was, that Iho $15,- 


000 was to bo paid in advance of tho bond, 
upon tho credit of tho Governor, and tho bal- 
ance wus to be paid into the treasury by Mar- 
ahull & Illtley as soon as the bonds could be 
prepared nnd executed. 
Marshall & Illsley 


havo asked no extension of time und the Gov- 
ernor has taken the most expeditious measure 
to prepare the bonds. 
" We confess we cannot see in all this any 


cause for the charges which have been made 
against the Governor in respect to this loan. 
It could have been made in no other way, and 
on no butter terms, under tho circumstances, 
and was better by a half per cent, than the 
committee of tho Senate reported they could 
do.

Tun SANDWICH ISLANDS.—Terrific Erup- 


tion at Manna Lou.—Advices from'Honolulu 
to the 10th March. A great eruption had oc- 
curred on tho island of Hawaii of the famous 
Manna Loa, which, lit thu latest dates, was 
burning fiercely, discharging streams of lava, 
nnd filling Ilia air with cinders and asbus. 


The eruption commenced Feb. 19th, from 


the old crntor, and was fallowed by successive 
openings in tho sides of tho mountain, from 
which gushed torrents of lava, coursing in 
streams down the sides of tho volcano, and 
setting lire to tbo woods in its progress. The 
spectacle is described as terrifically grand. 


On tho 2d of April, the stream of lava had 


burned through the woods to within 15 miles 
of Jlilo, and wus still progressing. The cur- 
runt was not so rapid as nt first, but it was 
gradually filling up all tho inequalities of the 
ground, and it was supposed, at (bat date, that 
it would ultimately reach tho sen, and dis- 
cbarcp itself somewhere in tho bay of Hilo.

It thinks Rail- 
road bonds are safe: 


" We have received a copy of the Free 


Banking Law of Wisconsin! which is to be 
submitted to the people in November next, 
fbe nrincinul novelty in it is tho receipt of 
Railroad Bond*, in addition to Goverrmcn 
and btao Stocks as security for circulating 
notes. This is the first time this desert? « 
of security has been proposed in a Tank 
Law, and the drawers up of the Law appear 
to have endeavored to make Railroad Bonds 
as complete a security ns possible. 
The 


Bonds must beur 7 per cent, interest, must be 
first Mortgage Bonds on roads in Wisconsin, 
on n continuous portion of not less than forty 
miles, or on an entire road of not less than 
twenty miles, must bo on a first-class T or II 
railroad, fully^quipped and in actual opera- 
tion, and earning a net revenue larger than 
tbo interest on tho debt. The Bonds are not 
to bo received for over one-half the cost of 
the road, nor in any event at over 88,000 per 
mi o, and when received circulating notes to 
only the amount of 50 percent, on tho Bonds 
to bo issued. If Railroad Bonds are to be 
received nt all, which is very doubtful policy, 
these stipulations would appear to make them 
sntu. 
1 ho Directors are also required to "ivo 


Bonds in one-fourth the amount of notes're- 
ccivcd to meet any deficiency in the securities 
to redeem tho notes, nnd the Stockholders in 
addition aro porsonolly responsible to tho 
amount of their stock. 
Five days nro allow- 


ed to redeem protested notes, and 5 percent, 
damages are to be paid by thu Bank.
